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EXPLANATION. 


Butchers Meat, Fiſh, Fowl, &c. 


HIS Head contains, firſt, a Column for the Date, ſecond for the 
Article, third the Quantity, fourth the Seller, fifth the Payment, and 
ſixth the whole Amount. Example, of the firſt Line in the following 
Specimen, January 4, a Sirloin was bought, Weight 16 Ib. at 31d. per lb. 
of George Greaves, upon Credit, which amounted to 4s 8d; but in this, as 
in all other Heads, where the Date, Price, Quantity, &c. are thought 
unneceſſary, they may be omitted with only making a Daſh through their 
Columns with the Pen, and ſo proceeding. 


Obſerve in this likewiſe, as well as in all other Heads where the Seller's 
Name has a Column, that when you pay ready Money, there is no Neceſſity 
for inſerting the Seller's Name, as in the ſecond Line of the following 
Specimen ; but when you have the Article upon Credit, the Seller's Name 
muſt be inſerted, and the Column after it left blank till you pay, as in Line 
the firſt ; and when that is diſcharged, inſtead of croſſing it, inſert the Word 
Paid in it, as in Line the third; or the Time when paid, as in Line the 
eighth ; by which Method any Article will be found and diſcharged with 


very little Trouble. 


This Head, rightly underſtood, will give a great Inſight into the reſt, 
being all built upon the ſame obvious Principle, as near as Circumſtances 
will admit; but leſt any thing ſhould be rendered uſeleſs, by not being un- 
derſtood, I have given a ſhort Explanation of each Specimen, ſufficient I 
hope for the Comprehenſion of any Capacity.

Monthly Accompts. 


This Scheme is only for Gentlemens Houſekeepers, or thoſe who receive 
Money for, and make up their Accompts monthly. The top Column 
contains every Month in the Year, and the Days when Money for the 
Purpoſes of Houſekeeping was received. The ſecond Column is for the 
Sums received (the firſt Sum in each Month being for the firſt Date in 
the Column above it.) The third Column is the Arrears brought from 
the Bottom, which being added to the Sums received, in the Column 
above, gives the fourth Line for the total Receipts, or what is in the 
Hands of a Houſekeeper, &c. each Month. The fifth Column con- 
tains the Diſburſements in all the Articles of Houſekeeping for each 
Month in the Year. (Example in Butchers Meat) Under all that has 
been had in January a Line is drawn, and the Sum, viz, 11. 6s. 10d. 
is taken againſt the Words Butchers Meat, under the Month January, 
and fo for all the reſt in each Month (ſtill adding up only to the Line 
above.) When each Article is thus ſet down, add them up, and ſet 
down their Sum in the ſixth Line, being the total Diſburſements of each 
Month; and after that, take the ſaid Sum from the Line of total Receipts 
and Arrears in the ſame Month, and the Difference ſet down in the 
ſeventh Line, which is the Arrears of each Month. To prove the Book 
at the Year's End, colle the total Receipts and Arrears from Left Hand 
to Right, into the Line called the total Receipts, Diſburſements, and 
Arrears for ſuch a Year, the Articles ſeparately, and the Line of Diſ- 
burſements in like Manner, and if the Line of Arrears under this be equal 


to the Arrears of December, it is undoubtedly all right.
